offered no details about why the deal fell 
through. 

“We are unable to move forward with the 
proposed assistance package at this time,” 
Anthony Hogrebe, spokesman for the New 
York City Economic Development Corp. 
said in an email. 

Aetna has been headquartered in Hartford 
since 1853 and the announcement in June 


that it would move was a blow to the capital 
city and Connecticut. Its planned move 
followed by just 18 months the announce- 
ment of General Electric Co. that it will 
relocate to Boston. 

Crain’s first reported that the deal was 
killed. 

Shortly after CVS Health Corp., which is 
based in Woonsocket, R.I., agreed last month 


to buy Aetna for $69 billion, the company 
said all of Aetna’s offices will be reviewed. 

Aetna spokesman T.J. Crawford would not 
provide details about the collapse of the 
headquarters deal. He said the health 
insurer’s locations “will be evaluated during 
the integration planning process.”

Malloy To Push 
Off Projects If No 
Funding Allotted

HARTFORD — Gov. Dannel P. 
Malloy said Wednesday that $4.3 
billion in state transportation proj- 
ects will need to be postponed 
indefinitely if the General Assem- 
bly fails to quickly appropriate 
more money. 

The transportation projects at 
risk include replacing the Hartford 
1-84 viaduct, widening of I-95 from 
Bridgeport to Stamford, and re- 
vamping the Waterbury I-84 “mix- 
master,” the governor warned. Rou- 
tine maintenance and transporta- 
tion funds for municipalities would 
also be affected, Malloy said. 

Malloy said he will offer his own 
proposal for new transportation 
funding before the General Assem- 
bly begins its 2018 session next 
month, and did not rule out high- 
way tolls or increases in gasoline or 
sales taxes as potential options.
